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Henrietta Szold 

A Baltimore Native Humanitarian "of Note"

In 1960, the State of Israel chose to numismatically honor Henrietta 
Szold on the 100 th anniversary of her birth. She was also the first real 
(non-allegorical) woman to be portrayed on an Israel bank note, the I£5 
of 1973. The story behind the coin and note is one well worth telling. 

Henrietta Szold (pronounced Sold) was a remarkable woman. She 
founded Hadassah, the Woman's Zionist Organization of America, which 
through work in Palestine and elsewhere saved thousands of Jewish and 
gentile lives. Even before Hadassah, Szold worked at charitable 
institutions and Zionist organizations. She believed that the 
establishment of a Jewish state was the only way to save world Jewry, 
and without her, there might never have been an Israel. Also, many 
more Jews would have died in the concentration camps of Nazi Europe. 

Her dedication to education, charity, and the Jewish people was inherited 
from her father, Rabbi Szold. The year before Henrietta was born, her 
parents (both of German descent) left Hungary for Baltimore, Maryland, 
where the rabbi taught at the new Oheb Shalom congregation. Oheb 
Shalom means "Love of Peace" and was founded in 1853 by German 
immigrants as a moderate Reform synagogue. They dedicated their first 
building in 1858 on Hanover Street near Pratt, and today they still are a 
Reform congregation but located on Park Heights Avenue. Rabbi Szold 
worked for the liberation of black slaves. During the period in which a 
large number of Eastern European Jews came to America, he provided 
shelter and other forms of aid for them. He retired as rabbi in 1892 when 
the synagogue moved to Eutaw Place. 


Education played a large part in Henrietta's life. She 
was taught by her father in her early years, and went 
to Western Female High School. As an adult, 
Henrietta attended lectures at Johns Hopkins 
University and Peabody Institute. After moving to 
New York with her mother in 1902, she studied at the 
Jewish Theological Seminary in upper Manhattan. 
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Immediately after graduating from high 
school, she became a correspondent for the 
New York-based Jewish Messenger. As a 
profession, however, Henrietta chose teaching. 

For 15 years, she taught a variety of academic 
courses at Mrs. Adam's School. Concurrently, 
she also taught at her father's synagogue. 

Around the turn of the century, Henrietta 
started teaching evening classes for 
immigrants. There she taught such subjects as 
English, democracy and vocational crafts. In 
1888, the Jewish Publication Society was founded in Philadelphia. 
Henrietta was one of the founders. In addition, she became one of the 
organization's editors, writers, translators and secretaries. One of her 
major works was the American Jewish Year Book, which is still 
published annually. 

The pressures of her work, combined with personal problems, caused 
Henrietta to have a physical breakdown in 1909. She took six months 
leave of absence and, with her mother, visited the Holy Land, which was 
then under Turkish control. In the Land of Israel, Henrietta saw the 
deplorable health conditions of Moslem natives and, to a lesser extent, 
Jewish residents. This gave her an idea to raise funds in order to set up 
medical facilities in that section of the Ottoman Empire. When Henrietta 
and her mother returned to America, Henrietta was offered the job of 
secretary for the Lederation of American Zionists. The LAZ was in dire 
need of organization and with Henrietta as secretary, this problem soon 
disappeared. Being secretary of the LAZ meant long hours, little 
gratitude, painstaking attention to details and finding the source of 
problems and correcting them. Henrietta not only found this job 
exhausting—especially since she also worked for the JPS at the same 
time—but it also was too removed from her ideals. 

Her ideal was a homeland for Jews in the Land of Israel. In 1907, 
Henrietta had joined a little group called the Hadassah (Hebrew for the 
Persian Queen Esther, the heroine of Purim) Study Circle. In 1912, she 
changed the organization to Hadassah, the Woman's Zionist 
Organization of America, with the dual principles of promoting Zionism 
and providing medical services in the Holy Land. With financial 
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assistance from Mr. and Mrs. Nathan Straus and the Chicago Jewish 
community, Hadassah sent nurses Rose Kaplan and Rachel Landy to the 
Holy Land where they battled trachoma, malaria and complications due 
to childbirth. They made house calls on foot or by donkey and opened a 
welfare station where they injected vaccine and taught hygiene. 

In 1916, it was decided by FAZ to send a medical unit to the Land of 
Israel. The American Jewish Joint Distribution Committee chose 
Hadassah to take care of the details. Henrietta volunteered to organize it. 
The unit, although organized that year, could not go to the Holy Land 
while it was under Ottoman rule. Therefore, it did not leave until 1918, 
after the British had conquered Jerusalem. With the support of U.S. 
President Wilson, the contingent of doctors, nurses and other needed 
personnel left the U.S. and arrived in Palestine. There they established a 
hospital in Tiberias, moved into the Jerusalem-based Rothschild building 
(which was donated by its namesake) and set up a nurse training school. 
Later, they opened up an infant welfare facility. The medical unit set up 
stations throughout the country to battle malaria and trachoma in 
schools, Arab villages and cities by encouraging sanitary conditions. 
Hadassah treated Moslems, Jews and Christians alike. 

Jews were well received by individual Arabs under Turkish and early 
British rule because of this unbiased health service, combined with the 
fact that Jewish settlers had their agricultural experts help Arabs, their 
insistence that Arabs get equal pay and benefits as Jews in industry, the 
sharing of water from their irrigation ditches, and their stimulus to Arab 
business. Returning to Henrietta, 1916 was an important year for her. 
Her mother died and Judge Mack (an early Zionist leader) and a few of 
his associates presented Henrietta with a lifetime stipend. That year 
Henrietta also quit her omnibus job with JPS and became head of the 
FAZ education department. When FAZ and the Provisional Zionist 
Committee united to become the Zionist Organization of America, 
Henrietta became the secretary of its propaganda and education 
department. In 1920, she was sent to Palestine as a representative of the 
ZOA. While there, she became the director of the 1918 medical unit and 
also helped establish and run the nurse training school. 

In 1926, Henrietta resigned from Hadassah and was named honorary 
president. The next year, she was elected one of the three members of 
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the Palestine Executive Committee of the World Zionist Organization, 
the first woman to be so honored. In 1930, Henrietta took over the social 
welfare department of the WZO. In this office, she established 
vocational schools and instituted a social service system which included 
the rehabilitation of juvenile delinquents. 

After World War I, Hadassah was incorporated into the ZOA and its 
work in Palestine was taken over by Keren HaYesod. This infuriated 
many members of Hadassah. A conflict arose, and since Hadassah was 
more powerful than the ZOA, semi-autonomous status was given to 
Hadassah and it was given back full power over its finances and welfare 
work. This power was derived from the fact that Hadassah attracted 
many people because of its humanitarian and concrete achievements. On 
the other hand, ZOA was in the midst of member-ship decline and 
philosophical conflict between members. One example of humanitarian 
work is the Youth Aliya program. Originally called Freier's Jewish 
Youth Aid and organized in 1934 to send Jewish children from an 
orphanage in Nazi Berlin to Palestine, the program was taken over and 
expanded by Hadassah in 1935. At this time, Hadassah promised to raise 
$30,000 for the program in the first year. It received $125,000 and about 
22,000 children were rescued from the Holocaust. The major problems 
overcome in the project involved acquiring immigration certificates and 
getting support from local communities and the British government. 
Youth Aliya still exists today. Hadassah supplies over 30% of its budget 
and the group cares for orphans and teaches immigrant children how to 
adapt to Western culture. Henrietta, although intending to retire from 
Zionist activities in 1932, changed her mind and headed Youth Aliya. 

In 1934, construction started on the Mt. Scopus Hadassah hospital and it 
was completed in 1939. This complex was captured by the Trans¬ 
jordanian Arab Legion in Israel's War of Independence (1948). In that 
war, over 70 physicians and other Jews employed at the Mt. Scopus 
hospital were massacred by Arabs. Because Jordan refused to allow 
Hadassah to use this facility after the Armistice of 1949, a new hospital 
was built in Ein Karem (in southwest Jerusalem). Construction of this 
huge center started in 1952 and the dedication was in August, 1960. 
This hospital is the site of the famous Chagall windows portraying 
symbols of the twelve tribes of ancient Israel. The Israel government 
commemorated Hadassah Hospital with a medal for the dedication. 
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There are 59mm bronze and 35mm silver versions. The medal shows a 
nurse holding a baby with the Hadassah symbol above on the obverse, 
and the reverse shows the new building. 



Later in 1960, Israel issued a I£1 coin commemorating Szold on the 
centennial of her birth. The obverse portrays a lamb being held by a 
woman with the Hebrew inscription NDtd/JV ND1D "T^NO nUHDn 
“IV ID H n iL ?y*nO~rn which translates to Henrietta Szold, 1860-1960, 
Hadassah*Youth Aliya. The reverse shows a bird's eye view of the new 
Ein Karem hospital. This 32mm 14g copper-nickel coin was issued as 
the third coin of the Hanukka series, to be given as gifts on that holiday. 
It was not released into circulation. 
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In 1967, Israel recaptured the West Bank of the Jordan River, reuniting 
Jerusalem and rebuilding the Jewish sections. While Israel officially 
controlled Mt. Scopus from 1949-67, Jordan only allowed a small 
military presence to arrive by helicopter; no doctors or patients could use 
the facility. Hadassah rebuilt the hospital on Mt. Scopus and it opened 
on October 21, 1975. This hospital appears behind Szold's portrait on 
the front of the five pound note dated 1973 (year of authorization) but 
not printed or released until 1976. The front of this note is shown on the 
cover. The note's back shows the Lions Gate of Jerusalem. This note 
was replaced by a coin in 1978 and demonetized in 1980. 



The new hospital is also shown on a medal issued by the Israel govern¬ 
ment in 1975 in both 59mm bronze and 45mm silver. The obverse 
shows the entrance to the new building with the Biblical verse from 
Haggai 11:9 ]1I2/Nnnn IFinNH Pirn nan "TOD n'n 1 Greater the 
Latter [House's] Glory than the Former. The reverse has Hadassah's 
emblem, a hexagram with Hadassah written over it in Hebrew. Below is 
an olive wreath and above is the motto 'Dy nil nDF'lK Healing of the 
Daughter of My People (Jeremiah 8:22). The medal's legend in English 
and Hebrew is Hadassah University Hospital Mt. Scopus. 

The Jewish American Hall of Fame honored Szold the next year. The 
1976 two-inch trapezoid medal shows Szold writing in a book on the 
obverse and her standing with children saved from Nazi Germany 
through Youth Aliya on the reverse. The reverse also has the Hadassah 
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motto in Hebrew at bottom, and at top the quote Make mine eyes look 
towards the future. Gerta Ries Wiener designed the medal and 300 were 
minted in bronze, 180 in silver. 



Henrietta saw neither the 1960 coin commemorating her nor the 1948 
birth of Israel. She died at the age of 84, just a few months before World 
War II ended. Like Moses, she worked hard to get her people to the 
Promised Land, but only saw it on the horizon.

What's Your Sign? 

Part One: Introduction to Collecting Zodiac Medals

The stars have fascinated mankind for millennia. They were seen as a 
window on the realm of gods. Monotheistic philosophers speculated 
they were holes in the sphere that separated the physical universe from 
Heaven. People have used them for navigation for thousands of years, 
and for just as long, have tried divining by them. People group stars into 
constellations on star maps, which allow them to be more readily 
recognized. The western zodiac was first invented by the Babylonians 
over 25 centuries ago. The Chinese developed their own set of 
constellations, as did the Hindus, American, and African peoples. We 
now know that many of these stars are actually distant galaxies, clusters, 
or nebulae. This series will discuss the western zodiac. 

I had accumulated a dozen or so zodiac medals along with various other 
medals and tokens (what used to be called exonumia) when I was young 
and collected everything. As I specialized in felines, I started collecting 
only the Leo (lion) medals. I also collected amulets, which were very 
scarce until advances in minting technology made it profitable to mint a 
couple hundred pieces and sell them as jewelry. As I started collecting 
these, at $25-$75 apiece, I decided that, since so many of them are based 
on astrology, I should also include the more common zodiac pocket 
pieces. I thought it would take a year or two to complete a collection of 
these. I was very wrong. In the last three years, I have discovered that 
there are a huge number of different zodiac medals that no one has 
bothered to catalog or research. 

The main lessons I learned were that designs are often imitated, creating 
families of similar designs. The same design may appear in multiple 
languages and sizes. The same piece may appear with minor design 
elements rearranged, proving that multiple sets of dies were used. There 
are also mules (mismatched obverse and reverse, dual reverse, and dual 
obverse medals). I also learned that one has to draw the line somewhere 
between numismatic medals and jewelry. 
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There are many facets to zodiac numismatics. Ancient and medieval 
coins honored the planets and the zodiac constellations. There are 
modem zodiac coins, medieval and Baroque jetons, medals, and 
commemorative coins which portray the zodiac plane as a strip of signs 
against the sky. There are commemorative medals that include either 
one zodiac sign or all twelve for good luck. There are pocket pieces, 
jewelry, and even tokens that portray one zodiac sign each, so people can 
collect all twelve or just their own personal sign. 

In recent years, the eastern (or Chinese) zodiac has appeared frequently 
on coins and medals. The eastern zodiac has 12 signs which each rule 
one year. The western zodiac is composed of 12 signs which each rule a 
month. When the calendar was fixed by Julius Caesar, the zodiac sign 
tended to switch on day 21 or 22 of the month. However, there is 
widespread disagreement on which days the sign transfers. Hindus 
recognize the procession of the equinoxes, so the zodiac signs move 
forward about a day a millennium. The Jews assigned the zodiac signs 
to a unique lunar month, causing Pisces to be over-represented since 
theirs (Adar) is the month that gets doubled to keep the months aligned 
with the seasons (the Chinese also use a combined lunar-solar year, but 
adjust which month gets doubled). 


Next time, I will discuss the relationship between planets and the zodiac, 
using ancient and medieval coins as a guide.
